Speaker at Socialist Mass-Meet-
ing Jumps on Everybody

in Sight.
Frank Young, of Indliinapolls, and

Joseph Campbell, of Philadelphla, two
travollng agents of tho Sociulist Labor
party, who recontly got Into trouble
with tho Rlchmond Pollco Department
for holdlng publlc moctlngs on the
Streets, addicssed u. mass-met-ting last
nlght In Ellott's Hall.
Ovor two hundred Rlchmond working

men crowded tho place and llstcncd
through u fog of tobacco smoko to tlie
soclallstlc propagandu lald down by
tho orator3 of ihe organlzatlon. The
capltallstlc class was freely tluscrlbod
as the crlmlnal class, und wns charged
wlth practlcally overy crlmo from petty
larconcy io murder, tho meeting ilnally
working uroiind to a collectlon for the
expenses of tho spedkers to enable
them to contlnuo thelr travelu through
the South.

Assnilfi Them All.
The itplco of the ovenlng camo In the

introdtictory speech by Alr. Aloxnnder
AlcCulloch, an active socialist agitator
of Rlchmond, who doscrlbcel in no un-
certaln language ths clrcumstancos of
the arrest and imprisonnient of tho two
Soclnllsts.

Pollco Justlce Crutchfield was de-
scrlbed as "a bully and a braggart,
unfit to hold a posltlon whlch ho
uses to browbent better men." Tho
newspapers of Rlchmond came1 In for
tholr shard of crltlclsm, editorlal and
news Items concernlng th c.arrest of
tho Soclnllsts and the enforcement of
thc ordinance regardlng obstructlng
tho streots being read by ..tr. AlcCul¬
loch wlth a running comment, the
wholo being dcscrlbed ns "thc emana-
tions of a capltullstlc and blascd
pross."

Soclnllsts Spcnk.
Alr. Young, tho flrst speaker, mado

no dlrect referonco to locul condltlons,
saylng thnt ho was not hero to de-
nounco Justlce Crutchlleld, but to c.\-
plaln tho working and theorles of the
Socialist Labor party. Ho procccded
wlth a well prepared, argumentatlve
address in whlch hc severcly attacked
tho present systom of government as

leanlng to tho capltallstlc class.
Alr. Campbell contlnued the same

line of argument for soclalistic prln-
clples, charging that capital in this
country is dlrcctly responslblc for tho
death annually of nearly a, half milllon
children. through the manufacturc and T
salo of polsoneel and adulterated baby j
foods. He concluded by predlcting a;<
great internatlonal struggle for su-
premacy ln thc East, In which the
navles of tho world would joln; a war
resulting in a soclal unheaval, in which j
capital would slnk and labor rlse, untll
llke water they reached a common 1
level.

FARMVILLE, VA., February 11,.Af¬

ter a protracted lllnoss, Dr. Joseph
Dupuy Eggleston dled thls afternoon
at hls home, near Worsham, Prlnce
Edward county, ln tho soventy-scventh
year of hls age. Hon. Joseph V>.
Eggleston, Jr., Stato Superlntendent of
Publlc lnstruction, reached homo from
Hlchmond a few mlnutes nfter hla
father hud passed away. Dr. Eggles-
ton had.beon an Invalld for some years;
and his eloath thls afternoon. whllo It
has cnuseil general sorroW, was no sur-
prise to hls frlends nnd relatlves.

Sketch of Hla I.lftc.
Dr. Eggleston was a son of RIchard

BeVerly and Elvira Eggleston, and was

born October 28. 1S31, nt Codar Grove,
near Jennlngs Ordlnnry, In Nottoway
county, Va. He received hls early edu¬
catlon In an old fleld school.
After some, timo spent under thc

prlvato pivoeptorshlp of Dr. Wllllan
Sinlth Jloiton. of Cumberlnnd county
he entered thc Unlveislty of Virginia
where he remalnod for one year. H<
then entered Jefferson Medlcnl Col¬
lege, ln Phllatlolphla, from whlch hc
graduated In 1851. Feellng the neces¬
sity of cntcrlng at once upon tho prac-
tlce of his professlon.
